V\^ASHINGTON—The new iron and steel 
scrap emb argo finally shut off one of Japan ’s 
key m ilitary supplies. 
But few know that the 
doer is still wide open for another equally vital 
w ar m aterial which is supposed to b e under 
a drastic b an. 


On July 2 6 the president set up 
a licensing 
« ystem on ex ports of high-test aviation gaso­ 
line. 
Aimed chiefly at Japan, this move has 
b een eifective—as far as it goes. 
It has stopped 
the flow o f top U. S. aviation fuel to Nipponese 
w^ar planes. 
But through 
a loophole 
as b ig ar a b arn 
door, Japan has b een ab le, despite this sup­ 
posedly stringent emb argo, to ob tain all the 
P. S. gas it needs for the b omb ers that are 
raining death and destruction on helpless Chi­ 
nese cities and villages. 
This loophole is the 
little-noticed provision that limits the emb argo 
cniy to a certain super-grade of gas—87 octane 
and over. 


This type of fuel is e.ssential for modern 
aerial warfare. 
W ithout it planes are not ab le 
to attain the great speeds necessary in dog 
fights and raids such as take place night and 
day over Britain. 
But Japan is not up against that kind of 
b attling. 
Its b omb ers and fighter planes face 
no aerial, opposition. 
They have the skies to 
themselves. 
They don’t need super-gas. 
They 
can do just as well as lower octane fuel. 
Their 
job is no different than an ordinary transport 
plane’s. 
They haul out a load of b omb s, dump 
it and fly b ack. 
And so, w ith high octane gas b arred, the 
Japs have b een using w hat they could get— 
and have continued 
their 
ruthless 
b omb ing 
w ithout interruption. 
The story is told in the following unpub ­ 
lished governm ent figures. 
In the month after 
the Lnpositiop of the so-called emb argo, Japan 
irnpo-ted from the United States 187,026 b ar­ 
rels of low grade gasoline, or more than 
2 
0 
percent of all such ex perts during that period. 
M ilitary ex perts say that Japanese planes, 
if necessary, can use ordinary motor fuels as 
long as they are not req uired to operate at 
very high speeds. 
Scrap Autho r 
Real instigator of the airtight scrap em ­ 
b argo') was not the War, Navy or State De­ 
partm ent. 
It was a civilian— Defense Commis­ 
sioner Leon Henderson. 
Also, although the emb argo coincided with 
European and far eastern 
developments, 
its 
original motivation was not 
diplomatic 
b ut 
economic. 
On August 30, Henderson sent the presi­ 
dent a mem.-randum strongly urging a ‘'com­ 
plete emb argo on ex ports of all grades of iron 
and steel scrap.” 
He advised 
this 
cn 
two 
grounds: ( 
1 ) to meet the rapidly mounting de­ 
m ands of the defense program; ( 
2 ) to comb at a 
sky-rocketing of prices. 
Ro.sevelt agreed with Henderson on his 
arguments, but held up actio n in o rder no t to 
•ffend Japan. 
A ware that the ax is was .secretly pressur­ 
ing Tokyo to enter an alliance, the president 
purposely allow^ed Japan to cb tain several hun­ 
dred t.ms of scrap in the hope of warding off 
a N azi-Jap tie-up. 
Not until it b ecame clear 
that this appeasem ent policy was futile, did he 
turn to H enderson’s proposal and crack down 
on scrap iron shipments. 
Frankfurter's New Children
